War Fronts 


(AS OF OCTOBER 30th) 
BY A VETERAN COMMANDER 


The German offensive has now developed a sort of secondary 
crisis, Fresh German reinforcements in men and materials have 
obviously arrived at the front during the fourth week of the push 
and are now being brought into play. 

On the Moscow front the Germans ate exploiting a new direc- 
tion—Tula. In four weeks they have changed their main direction 
of attack five times, starting with Mozhaisk, shifting to Kalinin, 
Maloyaroslavets, Volokolamsk and now—Tula. This latter push, as 
it seems to us, is a variation of the Orel-Mtsensk abortive push of 
ten days ago. It is seemingly aimed not at Moscow direct, but at 
turning the defenses from the south, in the general direction of 
Kolomna, 

So far the Moscow defenses hold magnificently and are con- 
tinuing to play the role of a huge “poultice,” which the Germans 
themselves applied to draw their own blood (ironically enough). 
The irony of it in itself proves how “poditical” the Moscow offensive 
is, The very political character of the operation, in turn, shows 
how far the German High Command is from a military decision 
(and knows it, too). 

At Leningrad the Germans do not seem¢able to do a thing, 
except bellyache about the weather, the powerful Russian counter- 
attacks and the “unbelievable strength” of the Soviet anti-aircraft, 
defenses. 

In the south the situation remains very serious, but there seem 
to be definite signs of stabilization on the Rostov sector where the 
German advance has been almost brought to a stop. There is no 
news of the Dombas (proper) and Kharkov sectors, but neither is 
there any German crowing about it. 

The violent assault on the Crimea continues with the Germans 
making some gains. They claim they are “100 miles from Sebas- 
topol.” This is interesting because the distance from Perekop to 
that city is only 103 miles: We shall write in detail about this 
front tomorrow,

‘Ontario Plane Tragedy 


Marks Worst Day in 
U.S. Air History 


ST. THOMAS, Ont. Oct. 31 
(UP) .—Preliminary investigation cf 
the crash of an American Airlines 
plane, fatal to all its 20 occupants, 
was begun today by a joint Cana- 
dian-American commission amid 
indications that the pilot was at- 


tempting an emergency landing 
because of motor failure. 


The crash. completed a 20-hour 
period which gave American com- 
mercial aviation its most disastrous 
day in history. During that time 
34 persons were killed in two air 
crashes, the first taking the lives 
of 14 at Moorhead, Minn., at 
3 A. M., Thursday. Last night’s 
crash occurred at 10:40 P. M. 

There was no official speculation, 
but it appeared that the American 
Airlines’ transport’s motors, or at 
least one of them, had failed at 
least 15 minutes before it plunged 
into the ground of a fafm. 

Two 
Canadian Air Force saw the lights 
of the transport a mile and a half 
from where it crashed. Just before 
the ship went down, they said, the 
motors were sputtering. 

Others told the investigators that 
for 15 minutes the big plane had 
flown low over the area in descend- 
ing circles of five miles diameter. 
The circling began at an altitude 
of only 100 feet and went steadily 
lower,

He took com- 
mand of the destroyer on April 6, 
1940 after having served aboard sub- | 
marines assigned to the Pacific Fleet. |

A Letter to the People 
Of Cuba on the Seventh 
Of November 


By MIKE GOLD 


The following is in response to the request of the editor of the 
Havana daily, “Hoy,” for a contribution to their Nov. 7 issue: 


REETINGS, Comrades of Cuba! 

It is two years since I visited your beautiful land. 
Now it is turning cold again in New York. In my mind’s 
eye I see the royal palms along the great highway from 
Havana to Santiago, and wish I could again be travelling 
that road with Guillen, Basilio and Girona, That was the 


happiest tour of propaganda I evér made. I discovered the Cuban 
people on, that trip. 


It 16 not enough to be an anti-imperialist by the book and out 
of an abstract sense of justice. One must also know and love the 
people that are being exploited. The Cuban people, I found, were no 
backward, half-savage tribesmen, no nation devoted to rum and the 
rhumba, an impression created by the imperialists. Nor were they 
Cubans and their island created by nature merely to provide Amér- 
ican tourists with night-clubs. 


, The Cubans are instead, a people with great imagination, with 
fiery hearts, a beautiful hospitality and the most universal hunger for 
progress I have ever seen. Cuba is a comparatively small land. But 
its people make it one of the great small nations. I am not writing 
this to flatter you; I have written it again and again in our Amer- 
ican press. It is the truth as I myself saw it. 


In my considered judgment, the general level of intelligence amonz 
the Cubans can be compared to that of the French people, whom cen- 
turies of culture and revolution have permeated so strongly. 

It is unthinkable that s Hitlc: should bo today treating the French 
as the cocquistadors treated the Indians of Cuba and South America. 
Those old crimes of feudalism still are remembered for their fright- 
fulness; we believed we had progressed beyond them. But here is 
one European country, sharing the great tradition of the renaissance, 

“treating its neighbor in that European culture exactly as the cruel, 
gold-hunting Spanish adventurers treated the chief Hatuey. 


Hatuey and his fellow-Indians were completely exterminated. 
Every Cuban child knows the story of their noble decision to die rather 
than to live as slaves. 


But Hitler presents the same choice to the Cubans of today. 


. The crimes of our Wall Street imperialists have stood like a wall 
of hate and misunderstanding between the peoples of Cuba and the 
United States. 


Let no scheming Nazi or cowardly and dishonorable Falangist 
use the wrongs of American imperialism as a means of dividing us 
in the fight against Hitler’s slave system. 


When the people of Spain fought against: the fascist invaders, 
the Cuban people rose to their defense. The Cuban people did not 
allow their historic hatred of the Spanish exploiters of Cuba to con- 
fuse them in that struggle. They saw clearly that the exploiters were 
all on the side of Franco. He was carrying on the conquistador tradi- 
tion, and Hatuey was incarnated in the people of Spain. 


Today the American people comes to the Cuban people with the 
same message that the fighting people of Spain spoke to them three 
years ago: 

“Comrades, this is no longer a war of governments. This is a 
war of international fascism against ‘he people of the world. Hitler 
prepares the same chains and slavery for both Cuban and Amer- 
ican. If for a moment we are divided or misunderstand each other, 
Hitler will have conquered us. 

“This is a war on the people. 
it a people's war on Hitler.” 

The Nazis and Falangists in Cuba are not fooling the Cuban 
masses. Let these cheap criminal fascists pose as enemies of im- 
perialism; every Cuban guajiro spits at them, and knows them for 
the liars they are. Their object is to fasten the chains of Nazi slavery 
upon the Cuban people—the most horrible form of imperialist ex- 
ploitation the world has known. 


Great changes are taking place in the United States since this 
war of Hitler against the world began. 


For one, let me cite the immense interest in South America. This 
is no longer a governmental gesture—the whirlwind political court- 
ship of the “Good Neighbor” policy. It is a popular movement. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of Americans, for ex@mple, have begun for the 
first time to -tudy Spanish. It has become the most popular language 
for study in all our universities and public schools. - 


Innumerable books on South America have begun to appear. 
Some of them are very foolish, the usual daydream of a tourist stuffed 
with good food and drinks. But many thoughtful and informed 
travellers are discovering South America, too, with its vast resources, 
its stirring history and its original culture. I can assure you, com- 
rades, that from now on there will be more and more American 
tourists coming not to study your night-clubs, but to discover your 
Jose Martis and Juan Marinellos. 


Among our trade unions, our women’s organizations, our churches, 
colleges and newspapers, there is also apparent a deep interest ‘n 
South America, and a desire to strengthen the fraternal bonds be- 
tween the people’s organizations of both divisions of the hemisphere. 
The menace of Hitlerism is uniting us in a thousand new links of 
solidarity. 

Another change in America is in its attitude toward the Soviet 
Union. I need not recapitulate the years of slander against the So- 
viets that hed poisoned the minds of the Americar people. You 
in Cuba had the same familiar. snakes, who under the mask of antl- 
Communism, prepared the ground for fascism. 

Today, under the blinding searchlights of war, every lie stands 
exposed. It becomes plain that the kind of people’s war the Soviets 
are “thine fn “c-" *> ely > @ free end united democracy. 

Furthermore, it has become plain that the Soviets are not onlv 
fighting for themselves. If Hitler can conquer Russia; nothing is 
left: to stop him from taking England, South America and the United 
States. 

Never could anyone have believed that America would learn so 
quickly, after years of confusing slander, the true face of the Soviet. 
or show the immense sympathy for Russia that now sweeps every 
Class and group in America except the pro-Hitler camp. 

It is, of course, partially due to the fact that we are at last scared 
by Hitler. Last year most Americans still felt that aiding Britain was 
a form of charity. We felt like spectators above the battle. Now we 
are deep in the battle; and the campaign for aid to the Soviets is not 
being conducted in any wishy-washy humanitarian vein. We are in 
mortal danger, and Russia is cur great ally and benefactor. 

Comrades of Cuba, this is the most fateful of all the November 
sevenths we have celebrated! It is 24 years since the Russian people 
under Lenin began their heroic attempt to build a new social order 
in which no man would ever lack bread or would be robbed of his 
,buman dignity. Now, led by Stalin, the Soviet people must defend 
their socialist achievements against the Nazi beast, 

The heart of all mankind beats strongly in this hour for the So- 
viet Union. The Soviet peoples are now the vanguard of humanity. 
fighting against the world plague of fascism. It is our fight; it is

and liberal, of Catholic and Protestant. Hitler's plans of conquest 
aro not opsture. He has informed all of us that we are the “lesser 
breeds,” the Hatueys, and that he means to exploit us from a Navi 
Berlin with the guns and whips of his “New Order.” 

His is a world counter-revolution intended to wipe out all the 
human progress made since the French Revolution. This Nazi beast

The two “opposites” of the music 
world—blues musicians and sym- 
phony artists will meet for the first 
time in scholarly discussion and 
demonstrations in the Blue Room 
of the Waldorf Astoria, Thursday, 
November 6, to establish a place for 
the blues in the American music 
pattern, 

This first musical session which 
will begin at 11 P. M. and con- 
tinue until dawn will be known as 
“Blues In The Night.” A strange 
coincidence, for a motion picture of 
that same name opens here soon. 

The board which will hear the 
“hot” musicians, will be composed 
of Eddy Brown, Edwin Hughes, Sig- 
mund Spaeth, Carleton Sprague 
Smith, Horace Johnson, Erno 
Rapee, Philip James, Oscar Wag- 
ner, Leonard Liebling, Albert Stoes- 
sel, Dr. Clarence Adler, Wilfred 
Pelletier, Leonard Joy. 

The Blues artists will be repre- 
sented by such names as Benny 
Goodman, Jimmy Lunceford, Will 
Osborne, Al Roth, Glenn Miller, 
Tommy Dorsey, Jimmy Dorsey and 
Art Tatum. 

“It is the aim of The Chamber 
Music Society of America to weave 
the Blues into the general scheme 
of American music,” according to 
Eddy Brown, president of the so- 
ciety and chairman of the first 
meeting. 

The panel of scholars was set up 

by The Chamber Music Society of 
America in recognition of the con- 
tributions to American music by so- 
called “hot” artists. Mr. Brown 
pointed out that cowboy music, hill- 
billy music, and other such music 
lore, nas been accepted as Amer- 
ican, whereas there seems to be a 
reluctance on the part of serious 
musicians to accept Blues as an in- 
digenous part of the American mu- 
sic scenc. 
! “The Blues, for all their spon- 
taneity and informality, are now 
established as a definite type of 
American music,” Mr. Brown said. 
“The virtuosity of the performers of 
this type of music is unquestionably 
as high as that of the symphonic 
and. concert stages.” 

That the two types of music have 
been coming together over a period 
of years is demonstrated by the 
fact that Morton Gould who won 
his first fame as a Jazz writer, is 
now writing for symphony groups, 
and Roy Harris, who began 
writing career in the symphonic 
groups is now also writing for Jazz 
performers.
